Dies at Ripe Age. 


Mr. Charles Dnmerol, one of the 


oldest and most respected settlers of 
this community, after a prolonged 
illness of over a year's 
duration, 


passed &wny at his home on Sunday 
morning, Feb. 2. 


His funeral took place from Holy 


Trinity Church on Monday at 2 p. 
m., Rev. Alfred Fletcher officiating, 
being attended by the local lodge of 
I.O. O.'F. 
in a body, of which order 


the deceased had been a member for 
sixty-five years. 
After the comple- 


tion of the Episcopal service, tho 
order of ritual of 1.0.0. F. WH8 rend 
at the grave. 


Mr. Datnercl came 
of a rugged 


and long-lived stock, three of his 
maternal uncles having attained tho 
advanced age, respectively, of 105, 
106 and 107. He himself, notwith- 
standing many revereee, reached the 
age of 86. 


Born in Exeter, Devonshire, Eng- 


land, Jan. 14, 1822, be emigrated to 
New York state in 1844 and located 
at Rochester, where ho engaged in 
the glass and crockery business. 
In 


this industry he was eminently suc- 
cessful, 
building 
up au extensive 


business; until the great fire, which 
visited Rochester in 1859, totally 
destroying his property. 
Removing 


to Hastings, Minn., he started anew 
in 
the hotel .and livery business, 


where, again achieving success after 
twenty-one years of strenuous life in 
that country, he met with another 
disaster by fire, which a second time 
wholly destroyed bis property. 


Moving farther west in 1880 to 


Wabteton, North Dakota, be engaged 
in the hardware business until 1891, 
during whleb time b« held the office 
of county commissioner and chairman 
of 
public schools. 
Spending tbe 


winter of 1890 in California, be be- 
came so enamored of its climate and 
possibilities that be sold bin business 
and removed to Covina in 1892, 
since which time he has been a resi- 
dent of this community. 


Mr. Damerel became a member of 


I.O.O.F. at, Now Borry, Berkshire, 
England, November, 1843, and han 
boon a consistent member of that 
order Niiioo, having passed through all 
tho chairs. 


Ho 
WUH a faithful and 
honored 


member of tho Episcopal Chuich all 
his life and filled tho office of senior 
warden for the past 38 years, being 
an occupant of that office in Holy 
Trinity Church at the time of IUH 
death. 


He wan tho youngest son of a fam- 


ily of twenty-two, of which four

France Is far too great for the supply 
to be left to chance, and thus It comes 
about that snail farming Is an Impor- 
tant Industry. Paris alone consumes 
millions between September and May,

In. great cities of Europe are stores 


•devoted entirely to them, each orna- 
mented by an Immense gilt snail over 
the door as a sign. 
Huge tubs of 


snails In the rough nre displayed, and 
there are besides dishes of carefully 
prepared mollusks all ready for eating. 
These have been cooked, extracted 
from their shells and minced. 
The 


meat 1s then mixed with butter, chop- 
ped parsley and herbs, and the shells, 
trimmed and made attractive, are re- 
tfilled with this prepared paste. 


The most popular snails today com,e 


from Dijon and Macon, In Burgundy, 
where they are fed on vine leaves, and 
the parks, as the local snail farms are 
called, open their gates In the month 
•of August, when the little creatures 
.bestir themselves actively. — Chicago

the Cottonian Library. 


In the Cottonian library in England 


:ls an old manuscript copy of a part of 
the Bible In Latin. This was used at 
the coronation of English sovereigns 
-300 years before the "stone of des- 
tiny" was brought from Scone to West- 
minster by Edward I. In other words, 
the use of this Bible for the purpose 
In question dated back to the year 
1000. 


The Bible la a quarto of 217 leaves, 


containing the four gospels, and seems 
from the style of the writing and Il- 
luminations, which are very beauti- 
ful, to have been made about the end 
of the ninth century. 


The Testament escaped destruction 


3n the fire at Ashburnham House lu 
1731, of which It bears evidence on Its 
crumpled leaves and ruined margins. 
"There Is some evidence that the son. 
•of Edward the Elder, Athelstan the 
^Glorious, who was king of the west 
.Saxons from 925 to 940, owned this 
Bible and presented It to the church 
-of Dover—Philadelphia Record.

The tnnlle In geese at Berlin amounts 


to nearly $'2,000,000 a year. AH the do- 
mestic supply Is wholly Inailefniatt:, u 
special goose train of from fifteen to 
forty curs arrives dally from the HUH- 
Bluu frontier. 
Kach car Is specially 


built and carries about 1,200 geese. 
There Is a rigid Inspection by sanitary 
olllclals Immediately upon tho arrival 
of the train. 


Should It be found that a single 


Koose has died or been 111 of u conta- 
gloiiH disease In transit tho entire car- 
load Is quarantined for eight days. If 
during this period of ipnirantlne an- 
other goose should die, the quarantine 
Is extended for eight days, at a cost of 
about $!)00 to the owners. The penalty 
attaching to the bringing In of diseased 
geese makes the owners extremely 
careful 
to Import only 
sound 
and 


healthy fowls. 
The geese which are 


plump and ready for market an.- sold 
to dealers at the close of the Inspec- 
tion. The rest, comprising the great 
majority, go to feeding farms In the 
tnihiirhs of the clly lo be fattened for 
market. 


There Is a special market near the

having no disease are sold at a re- 
duced price.
